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On October 20, 2022, Idaho Power Company (“Company”) filed an Application for an
order authorizing it “to defer through 2025—or until the Company’s next general rate case goes
into effect—newly identified costs associated with expanded wildfire mitigation efforts, as
detailed in” the Company’s updated Wildfire Mitigation Plan (“WMP”). Application at 1. The
Company requests its Application be processed by Modified Procedure.

On November 9, 2022, we issued a Notice of Application and a Notice of Intervention
Deadline. Order No. 35591. There were no intervenors in this case. With this Order we issue Notice
of Modified Procedure and set public comment and Company Reply Comment deadlines.
